ire- 
This amendment 
proposes to 


strike out rhe clause which gives ihe 
state jurisdiction over the 
election 


of senators and places it in the hands 
of the federal government. The Dem- 
ocrats would not stand for this pro- 
vision and voted it down. 


Chairman Rucker of Missouri, who 


reporte-l the resolutio^^^ai the com- 
mittee on the election lot the presi- 
dent, vice president and members of 
congress, also reported the bill 
re- 


quiring campaign committees to pub- 
lish their contributions before elec- 
tion as well as after. This measure 
is also on- the Democratic program, 
but it will not be called up until the 
Canadian reciprocity bill is out 
of 


the way. 


After six hours of debate all but \~j 


of the Republicans voted for the pas- 
sage of the resolution on direct rote 
for United States senators. The ma- 
jority of them had stated during the 
debate that they would support the 
resolution anyway, because they "were 
convinced the public wanted such a 
constitutional amendment submitted 
to the country as quickly as possible.

The following disposition was uiado 


of cases submitted :o them: 


State against Ar; Dover, indicted for 


aiding and assisting in the lynching 
of Carl Etherington. The defendant 
filed a motion to discharge, claiming 
that he should have been brought to 
trial within two terms of court after 
the finding of the indictment, aud that 
this had not been done. The court over- 
ruled his motion to discharge. On the 
question to admit to bail the court 
stated that the motion to admit to bail 
had not reached the circuit court and 
that the question was not before the 
court. The court stated, however, that 
the matter had been considered and \ 
that the court was unanimous in its 
views as to whai should be done If the 
matter of bail was properly brought 
before it: ">ut that on the motion to 
discharge the circuit court would not 
be justified in disturbing the judgment 
of the common picas court. Counsel' 
for defendant stated that it was hoped 
that the circuit court would have de- 
cided the question last week, so that a 
petition in mandamus could have beer, 
filed and determined this week to re- 
quire the defendant to be admitted to 
bail. 


Immediately after the decision of the 


circuit court Kibler and Kibler. as at- 
torneys for Dover, prepared and filed 
this petition in mandamus against 
Charles W. Seward as judge of ihe 
common pleas court, to require him to 
admit Dover to bail. The judges of 
the circuit court immediately allowed 
a peremptory writ of mandamus or- 
dering the judge of the common pleas 
rourt to admit Dover to -bail in both 
cases, and ordered the court to fix the 
bail in the sum of $2.500 in each case, 
in the aggregate $5000. Dover 
will 


doubtless present his bond to the 
court Saturday morning. 


In the case of the State of Ohio 


against Edgar Owens, indicted for aid- 
ing and assisting in the lynching of 
Carl Etherington. the court refused to 
discharge him from 
the custody of 


the sheriff. The defendant had filed a 
motion for discharge, claiming that he 
should have been brought to trial 
within two terms of court after 
the 


finding of the indictment, but the ques- 
tion of admitting Owens to bail was 
not brought up in the petition for his 
discharge, as was done In the Dover 
case, so that a petition in mandamus 
to be admitted to bail can yet be filed.

bill, and a repudiation of the Demo- 
cratic state platform, which declajr^d 
for a uniform text book law. 
The 


Democrats who opposed the bill eith- 
er asserted that the plank in the 
platform was illegitimate or 
held 


that the bill did not provide for a 
uniformity throughout the state.
